lives. Last year you raised for Mis- 
ions $56.93; this year you were 
asked for $92.50. Your reports show 
that you have raised $84.30, which is 
$27.37 in excess of last year.

D. J. Flummer Sends a Scorching 
Reply to Their Infamous Article 
implicating The Liberian 
Colonization Society 
With the Recent 
N. O. Riot. 


Ebrroa Tixzs-Draocaar: 

In your issue of the 4th of August 
nlt., yon publish quite « lengthy arti- 
ole urder the caption of ©*Propegands 
of Hatred and Discord.“ *'Incendiary 
Literature Cironlated by « Liberian 
Emigration Concern.” Manifest 
Scheme to Foment Disconteut Among 
the Blacks,” Etoc., Etc. The informa- 
tion from which this artivle was writ- 
ton seems to have been secured by & 
representative of your paper, one Mr. 
Stein (?) railing under falee colors 
and misrepresentiug himself „ & 
Irothor-in-law of Dr. Soott of New 
York, a noted philanthropist. He 
seems to have labore] very hard aud 
to have put yont paper to great trouble 
and expense to tecure this apparently 
much needed information which wonld 
have been bad for the asking and at 
the cost of a iwo-cent postage Stump, 
and without all the mierepresenta- 
tions and falsebood recorted to. He got 
no information that we would not 
willingly give to any repntable news- 
paper reporter, In writing ap his to- 
be-continned article, he displayed as 
little regard for the trath as he did 
for every consideration for bonesty 
and fair play in dealing with « man 
who had doue neither him nor his any 
harm. and who had farther received 
uim gracionsly and dealt with bim 
bonestly and frankly. 

Not satistled with bis display of 
treachery and falsebood you write an 
editorisl in the same issue, showing 
further the policy of your paper in 
keeping alive the animosity between 
the two races in Amorics. 

In both the editorial and reportorial 
articles the International Migration 
Society and the Liberian Colonization 
Society are branded as frauds, fakes 
and peace distnrbers. And all this 
without reason aud sense. 

The first society referred to has up- 
on ies books over ten thousand names 
of Negroes scattered over the United 
States, Central America and the West 
Indies who bave made application for 
transportation to Liberia, Afrios. 
Some handreds of them have. paid 
their fares and been carried to Liberia 
by the society, and are contented and 
doing well. 

After looking carefully over your 
articles we can form but the 
one opinion of your motives, and 
that is that you are bitterly op- 
posed to the Negro in this coun- 
try and as strongly oppozed to his 
going to another country. On this prop- 
oition we will not take issue wit 
you, as it does no good to argue either 
with a fool or an unressonable man. 

Yon further assert that we have en- 
tered upon « campaign of incendia- 
riam, seeking to stir up striſe and an- 
tagonism between the two races. "This 
assertion is without foundation in 
facts, The extracts which you pub- 
lish from our eirculars were the near- 
t approach to incendiariaem that we 
have ever sent out, and they cannot, 
under any method of reeasoning, be con- 
strued in that light, except by one 


1 00 | who wishes, as yon do, to place the 


blame of race troubles at the door of 
innocent persons. 

Anyone who reads the press com- 
ments on the frequent race —_— 
cannot but see that there is more 
by them of an incendiary nature than 
anything pnblisbed and sent ont by 
this society. The comments of your 
paper, now under discussion, will do 
more to stir up the morbid and mur- 
derous natures of our low white ele- 
ment than anything that has over 
been said to arouse the Negro against 
the whites. 

Every person connected with this go- 
olety is of southern birth, education 
und training. Their s6ntiment and sym- 
pathies are with the sonthland and its 
institutions, but their ideas are broad 
and liberal enough not to want the 
allen Negro retained here against his 
will or welfare, We believe that if the 
Negro is allowed to go to « home of 
his own, be will be better off zocially 
and materially, and that he will thrive 
better in the midst of his own peculiar 
institutions, unhindered by the pres- 
en o and control of a powerful ntl wars 
always conniderate Caucasian got of 
neighbors, 

+ believe the separation will be for 
the ultimate benefit of the Negro, we 
know that it will conduce to the pres- 
ent and future happiness of the white 
man.

Oar reason for being opposed to the 
Church Extension Society was because 
we expected just what has been re- 
alined. We thought then and know 
now that one-fourth of the obwrebes 
built before the oxictence of the 
society would not be eorccted after 
the nociety became an actual fact, Be- 
fore wo had a Church Extension Socie- 
ty, churches were built all over the 
country at about the rate of three « 
week. Now we scarcely have one s 
month, If there is one church built s 
month without the aid of the Church 
Extension Society it is doing more than 
our obzerrations will couficm. Every- 
body is sitting down on the Church 
Extension Society, and its only income 
is practically ten per cent of the dol- 
lar money, for what it receives from 
Children's Day is scarcely worth men 
tion. We regard the Church Exten- 
sion Society the greatest curse to onr 
connection that has ever been fostered 
upon it. For no ons scarcely ever 
thinks of paying interest or principal 
back in the treavary that has been 
loaned them with that understanding. 

Think of it. The charches in Geor- 
gia have borrowed six thonsand, nine 
hundred and fifty-nine dollars ($6,959) 
and the interest now amounts to $1, - 
546.27, making a total that ow 
oburohes in Georgia owe the Church 
Extension Department of $8,503.21. 
All the churches in the connection 
owe the dapartwent $14,733.72 and the 
interest amonnts to $9.785.06, a total 
of $54,518.78, and à large share of 
this are owed by big chnroches and 
large congregations whose fool pastors 
run them heels over head in debt, 
whereas they should never have bor- 
rowed one cent from the Church Ex- 
tension Department, for the depart- 
ment was created to extend the work

Several ministers have written us 
that according to the public papers we 
bave joined tbe Democratic party, and 
the people say that they are not ng 
to give any money to the church, an 
they further ask what shall we do 
about it. We wish to say in reply, 
the papers that have published such a 
yarn tells an untruth, and if the peo- 
ple believe it they simply believe a lie. 
We are no Democrat, have never pro- 
posed to join the party. We could 
not do it and we would not do it, Bnt 
we have said, and say now, we shall 
vote for W. J. Bryan, and those who 
do not want to give any money, be- 
canse we will not stand by and gee a 
Republican president do nothing or 
say nothing against theses outrages, oan 
keep their money, 80 far as we are 
concerned. They are nothing but 
lying bypocrites, m 0 ves, 
— of mobs and lynchers and 
will take up in hell as econ as 
lynohers or any mob choose to Kill 
them. we were a Demoerst,

facilities must be furnished entire: 
by the church, we are forced to regard 
its call to dnty! How many of our 
five thousand minieters and eil hun- 
dared and fifty thousand members are 
ready to respond to the call, Here am 
I; Lord, send me?” The greatness of 
the responsibili y is overshadowed 
when wo remember that the harvest 
avaitinvg our efforts is commensurate 
with the work done.

The Negro race, like all others, is 
and will be regarded with favor by the 
world in proportion as it is useful is 
prodncing thrifty, intelligent and up- 
right citizens; citizens who, is 
every respect, are able to take 
their places among {the beat 
of the commonwealth The A 
M. E. Oburch said by her action at the 
last General Conference that she is 
prepared to do her part towards pro- 
dneing this condition of affairs among 
the people found ir. the above men- 
tioned districts. 

The varions obstacles which have 
hitherto hindered Miasionary endeav- 
ors, in Africa especially, have been re- 
moved; every possible inducement for 
earnest and successful work among 
the race in the whole of the West In- 
dian group of islands is offered. Many 
of the people are above the average de 
gree of intelligence, and need only to 
be epproached in the proper spirit and 
under the correct guidance to be nnited 
with ns in our great nndertaking. The 
assurance of the establishment of in- 
dependence in Cubs is greatly to our 
Advantage. The indncements in Li- 
beria are no less inviting than in the 
West Indies. The Liberian govern- 
ment has given ns land upou which to 
erect institutions of learning, and at 
the last General Conference the attor- 
ney general of the Liberian republic, 
who was one of the delegates, was 
earnest and persistent in his appea 
for the church to give great attention 
to her work in the republic of Liberia. 

South Africa is probably the most 
inviting feld we have, The nuclens 
with which we bave to work is indeed 
the largest in our foreign field, Shoe 
sent to the last General Conference, 
four delegates— intelligent, upright, 
earnest men. Thus a field unsurpassed 
in its possibilities is presented to us. 
How well we will perform our duty in 
judiciously developing it, the world is 
waiting to see. 

Three great essentials to our anoceas 
must be previded. We can thiak of 
sncceeding without them. It is 
„Cesar or nothing. First of all we 
must have good schools in which to 
train the people. No church work will 
amount to much if composed of unen- 
lightened people. Church and school 
work go band in hand; the suess of 
the one is dependent upon the other. 

We must have, secondly, well ed- 
neated, up-to-date, consecrated men 
and women to push forward tbe work. 
Ignorant and reckless characters will 
do mors to damn us than anything that 
can be imagined. 

The third requirement is money! 
It is nonsense to talk about operating 
anything that requires labor without 
money, much less a work of such vast 
magnitude as the one under contem 
plation. This call to duty asks the 
counechtion for $50,000, without which 
our Missionary work and the action of 
the last General Conference affecting 
it will be the quintessence of ridieuſos- 
ity”. There is no reason for any fail- 
ure upon the part of a single confer- 
ence to raise its quota, and such a 
failure will only evidence ntter disre- 
gard on the part of those who have 
been entrusted with the fostering care 
of the Misstonary Board of our great 
ohurch to do their duty. 

Every Bishop and pastor is the 
connection's agent, charged with the 
responsibility of organizing the con- 
gregations over which they have con- 
trol into Missionary societies for the 
purpose of spreading the Redeemer's 
kingdom on earth. They are as cnl- 
pable before-God and man for non- 
performance of this duty as for any 
nin in the catalogue of disobedience. 
All honest men and true Obristians 
will accord with this view; it is only 
the demagogue who will ery impossi- 
ble! impossible!“

I am not a Dem- 
ocrat, never have been one and never ex- 
pect to be, ard I have no Intention of 
vt ing the country for Mr. Bryan, Even 
if 1 had the Ceaire I am not phyztically 
able to do co. I Gies ke Mr, McKinley, and 
the attifude which he hes assumed to- 
ward the negro, and I intend to vote for 
Mr. Bryan in the tet that any change 
Is better than none. I have stated my 
views freely in Clzcuraning this matter 
with my fricn's, but 1 am not reaponst- 
ble for the many newzpaper statements 
and report 1 Interviews with me which 
have been tent broadcast throughout tho 
country. Now that my views have been 
given publicity I do not mind repeating 
What I have salad. 

"This is no new change of heart with 
me, sad the Hisdop. "For asixtecn 
years I have been cooling towards the Re- 
publican party, ever sines the decision of 
the Supreme Court which practically heid 
that a negro had no civil rights. From 
that date 10 this the decizions of the Su- 
preme Court have been against the negro 
where a question of his political or civil 
rights was involved. I have heard of one 
Instance where the Supreme Court held in 
the case of a negro from Texas that be 
was enticed to trial by a jury of his peers, 
that i one composed at least partly of ne- 
groes, but I have not verified this. The 
Surreme Court has practically de-citizen- 
ized the negro and has nullificl the 
ame nat rte the conmltaten, I do not 
know what Mr. Eryan's views are on 
these questions which affect the negro 
race, but I belleve that he Is & man of 
«uſfticient honesty to use his influence In 
bebalf of the right and justice. 

"Mr. McKinley has dome nothing for ae 
negro,” said the Bishop, except to ap- 
pot a few of them to office. Deveaux 
and Rucker and the rest of them may all 
be very good men and I dot blame them 
for taking office, but what good does that 
4 ke ret of the race, Mr. McKinley 
has never lifted his voce in behalf of the 
negro, though he has been appealed 0 
time and again. If he had shown courage 
and boldness in condemning these out- 
rages againet the negro which have dis- 
graced our country many of the later 
crimes of violence would never have o- 
curred. The negroes have followed the 
Republican party blindly m (he past. Ex- 
perience has shown us that we have noth- 
ing to expect from that party. In fact, 
we have te to expect politically any- 
way from any party, but our condition 
will not be made worse by having honest, 
courageous men. in office. Past experience 
has shown us that we have nothing to ex- 
pect from the Supreme Court. The out- 
right dtstranchisement of the negro in 
Loulziana, Mianizazipes, South Carolina 
and North Carolina will each in turn be 
uphela by that court, nolwithstanding 
that they are in direct violation of the 
consthutional amendments. That court has 
never falled to turn the back of its hand 
where the rights of the negro are con- 
corned and yet It is eaturated with Re 
publlcanism and the majorkty of its mem- 
bers are appointem of Republican pres 
dents. 

Under the declzlons of the Supreme 
Court,” gad the Bizhop, "although 1 
am a citizen of Georgia and may claim 
my rights as such. I am not a citizen of 
Mme United States My citizenship may 
be recognized in Florida, or Massachu- 
netts, or New York, or Texas, but it will 
not be in North Carolina, or South Caro- 
Uns, or Loulsiana, or Mizs|zs!lppi. The 
action of the Georgia Legislature placed 
the stamp of its digapproval upon Qis- 
tranchisement almost unanimously and it 
makes me proud to feel that I am til a 
citizen of this state.“ 

Asked about the future of the negro 
generally in this country, Bilahop Turner 
replied that the outlook is dark. "The 
negro has no future in this country,” he 
ald, and therefore I have advocated 
emigration. A few individuals may euc- 
coed here and there, but there is no en- 
couragement to the great mass of the 0. 

"Is not the industrial education owe 
ment among the negroes doing a good 
work?” he was asked. 

Industrial education is doing a great 
work for the negro,” he replied, but 
what are a few schools and colleges 
among 06 many millions? It is a good 
work, but as a remedy for present con- 
aitions It ts Inadequate.” 

"It is a remarkable commentary on the 
condition of our race,” sald the Bishop. 
„that the negro should require industrial 
education. At the close of the war the 
negro was the induxcriailst of the South. 
He was not only the farmer, but he was 
the wheelwright, the blacksmith, the car- 
penter, the bullder, the painter, the tailor, 
the shoemaker, and the dependence of ey- 
ery community in numerous other lines. 1 
knew a negro watchmaker in Macon who 
was quke an expert. Now the negro 
has lost his knewledge of the industrial 
arts and has to be taught them in 
Schools. 

Bishop Turner said that he was aware 
form his correspondence end intercourse 
with leading men of his race that there 
are many others who feel as he does with 
regard to the political tesues of the day 
and who have abandoned their faith in 
the Republican party. For reasons of ex- 
pediency many of these do not care to de- 
clare themselves, but he pressed the be- 
Hef that their influence would be felt in a 
quiet way.

lutely no hope for the Negroes in this 
country except as hewers of wood and 
drawers of water; and even that is 
1wivdling down tos nothingness that 
is warming, to say the least. Wo have 
2 enrivhul the cvonutry and 
belpedbit to 4 standing among the pos- 
ers uf the earth and yet ve are denied 
our civil and politics! rights, In tho 
north, east and west, we have come 
kind of civil rights, bat in the south, 
where the bulk of our people are, we 
have not, as Bishop Turner remarks, 
the rights of a dog. 

We ars tried in the courts, but the 
judge and jury are all White, and jus- 
ties is Unknown if the suit is agalust 
a white man or woman. Jails are brok- 
en open and we are taken ont and 
burnel, shot, banged, dismembered 
and otherwise tortured to d:ath —not 
lyuched, bat murdered in cold blood, 
and the innocent beholder stands 
«gcbavt with horror, trembling with 
alarm that makes him seem guilty, not 
knowing when his time will come 
for a Similar fate if he has the 
bated African blood in his veins. Our 
civil! rights are taken from us by foree; 
our political rights are « farce, Can 
uot the fool Negro see that there is no 
bright future in this country for him? 
Tf freedom holds no ray of hope, then 
he should return to slavery. Under 
present conditions we would be better 
of as Slaves than as freemen. The 
Negro that cannot nnderstand the fol- 
ly of an attempted existence here is an 
inferior man or woman, and the white 
people are not far wrong when they 
call ns inferiors, 

The Negro is a distinct and separate 
race, and what he needs is a Negro na- 
tion. No people have ever amonnted 
to much that did not have a nation of 
their own with a king or a president 
or a governor, and generals and sol- 
diers and banks and flags and national 
emblems, aud a civilization with their 
own enstoms, commerce, babits, pecu- 
liarities and specialtizs, and only the 
ignorant will opposs such a proposi- 
tion. In the progress of human events 
each nation has its part to play, each 
exemplify a principle peculiar to itzelf 
and excel in some particular.

Jewish nation was the great repository 
of the knowledge of Jehovah and the 
economy of God's Church on earth, the 
symbols of that religion by which the 
world is to be saved. Modern Euro- 
peans and their descendants appear to 
be enveloped by a combination of all 
the characteristics of the great 
nations of the past. It stin 
remains for the Negro race to act its 
part in the great drams of the world's 
history, as all were never known to be 
called upon the stage at the same time. 
Egypt fourished before the Greoian 
or Roman empire was known to his- 
tory, The Eternal City beside the 
Tiber was more than a thousand years 
old before the Britons began their 
march upon the highway of eiviliza- 
tion. 

There is reason to believe that the 
African race is destined to be at some 
future day, not very far off, as im- 
portant in some respects as any other 
of the great nations. The editor of 
the Standard believes that throngh 
the medium of the Negro race the 
power, goodness and general excel- 
leney of God's wisdom will be more 
clearly shown than ever before; when 
He shall have raised np the race from 
«here it now is to the bighest condi- 
tion of Christian civilization. The 
ancient Greeks reached ont their hauds 
to imaginary deities, the wisdom of 
the world, human philosophy, the at- 
tractive in art, all that was radiant in 
letters, and then passed from the 
arena of life as ignorant worsbippers 
of an unknown God.” The Romans, 
as did the Greeks, reached ont their 
hands to mythical deities, and for do- 
minions on earth. Although Rome 
embraced Christianity and often made 
her subjects kiss the sceptre of the 
despised Galileans, yet imperial great- 
ness was the supreme object of her 
highest ambition. The American and 
European nations of today are appar- 
ently following in the footateps of the 
oity that sat ou Seven Hills and ruled 
the world. 

As previoualy stated, it is left for 
the African race to play ber part. Ethi- 
opis shall stretch forth her hands unto 
God” nov in the fullest aud best gense 
of that Biblical phrase. God will grasp 
those hands and lift her to « higher 
plaue of vital and true Obristianity 
than ever before. In the composition 
of the Africans there appears to be a 
religious element which very readily 
adheres to the doctrines and pr 


eo 
of the Bible aud worship of God. Thi 
difference between the white man aud, 
the black man is expressed in the fact 


that wherever the white man may. go 
or stay « trading operation or ascheme 
to make money gets the first and best 
attention; the black man will first rear 
a church, build an altar aud offer 8ac- 
rifices of thanksgiving to his God, 
The African nation may never be as 
great in commercial aud seientiflo en- 
terprices us many other uatious have 
been and are, howevor great they may 
become in other rospects, Geographi- 
cal position and climate may not be as 
favorable to such development, yet 
Africa is. the home aud hope of the 
Negro raco in the zenith of its future 
greatuess. Down through the coming 
cyoles of the years that are near, the 
Missionary and the merchant, the ar- 
tisan and the agriculturist, the ier 
and tho statesman, and ropre! vos 
of rich corporations, from every setion 
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penses ſ the next month, two-thirds 
of the money left will be sent by the 
treasurer for deposit in the anb-treasn- 
ry of the United States at New York 
eity to be placed to the credit of the 
Ethiopian Colonies of African Sons, 
organizing in the United States. This 
money shall be used mostly for pur- 
cbasing provisions and medicines. 

Those organizing first will have th e 
right to move first next after the ad 
vance guards which should consist of 
not less than ten thousaud well armed 
men from sixtean to sixty-five years of 
age, and five thousand women armed 
with lances and revolvers, age 16 to 
45 years. There will bees leser ve force 
of double this number of both sexes, 
thoroughly equipped. 

The orders must not wait upon 
Bishop Turner, our leader, to do 
everything; they must go ahead and 
collect money. from those who can 
spare it, and when they have enough 
in all the treasuries together to buy as 
many as five ocean steamers with ca- 
pacity of not less than one thousand 
people and supplies for the 
same for nix months. Snit- 
able committees composed of the 
treasurors or the large colonies will be 
called upon to do the purchasing, 
equipping and employing of sailors. 
Our military company of fifty men 
well armed, and three officers, should 
remain on board of each steamer to 
keep order and asvist in the loading 
and nnloading. 

Bishop Turner will try and induce 
congress through the president to re- 
appropriate the forty million dollars 
not called for as bonnty by the color- 
ed troops who served in the army dar- 
ing the rebellion, This may take 
time and we should not wait to see. 
God will help those who try to help 
themselves. 

Elect the following officers in each 
order: One commander and as many 
vice commanders as are necessary; one 
secretary and as many assistant secre- 
taries as may be adrizable; one treas- 
urer and one assistant, both capable 
to give a sufflicient bond; one captain 
and two lientenants, who must atudy 
Unoited States military tactics. There 
must also be two additional lieutenants 
for the quartermaster and subsistenoe 
departments, , 

The order must give competent wo- 
men a fair chance for the positions. 

The several orders should hold 
meetings once a week, on Saturday 
day evening, commencing at seven 
| &' lock. They may also parade onde 

« month, in which event the command - 
er of the order should go to the chief 
magistrate of the place and inform 
him of the day contemplated for the 
parade and also make him acquainted 
wich the route or line ol march over 
Which it is intended the parade shall 
take place. 

The organizing flag shall be made 
as follows: The field shall consist bf 
blue silk, fire feet long and two aud 
one-half , in the center bf 
this fleld thers be placed a large
